slow lire two pounds of mashtd etraw- 
berries, atirrlnf cooaUntly. Add the 
sufar and enrrant Juke and simmer 
for half an hour; akim, and wlien cold 
^al in tumblera with paraffine. 

It is a waste of good material not to 
make I'la soup every time you have 
pe.'is for uinner. When they are boil- 
ed much of their value is left in the 
water and when thia ia thrown away 
you do not get more than half of the 
good of them, and soup is always a 
good beginnink,' for a dinner. To make 
it after the peas are shelled wash the 
shells and put them to cook in cold 
water that doe* not more than cover 
them. r<et them simmer a while till 
they look "faded," then thro^v theni 
away and put the peas to buil in the 
same water. When dene, dish them 
as usual. Tbey are improved by the 
additional flavor given by the hulls. 
Then add soma good milk to the water 
and thiokm it slightly with about a 
tablespoonful each of butter and flour 
rubbed toa.paste, aad season with salt 
and pepper. When peaa are too old tu 
be good, use theui to thicken the soup 
by puttintr them through a colander. It 
is true of a ly :joiled vci^'el;il)\ s i!ial I 
much of its value stays in the water m 
which it was eooked; aad any one of 
them can bo made into soup in the 
same manner as the peas.— From <une 
Farm Journal.

The proceu, patented in I9O7, and per- 
fected by successive steps, consists in 
the more or less intimate impregnation 
of stout cotton clotli witli tannic album- 
inoid substances. Shoes made of this 
are said to possoss not only tbo rosbt> 
a nee and elasticity of natural leather, 
but its durability of wear. Moreover, 
they are much cheaijcr, costing, includ- 
ing manufacture, ouly about 4 francs, 
and being sold at about 6 fraacs per 
pair.— Scientific American.

Parties owning sheep that have not been Inspected may 
dip them at once, writing me number of sheep and lambe dipped, and I will inspect thtm in rail 
road loading pens. If you sell before I can get to Inspect them cn your farms. Sheep that you want 
to move before 1 can get to you to Inspect them, must be dipped upon farms where now located be- 
fore moving them. Shippers will ascertain from owners as to whether sheep have been Inspected 
and dipped before buying them. Shippers writing for certificates for shipments of sheep and 
breeders writing tor information must enclose STAMP for reply.
